EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 17-33 were cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Chong (US 5,335,169), teaches using a computerized system to 
collect information regarding remote sales, calculate the correct taxes for the sales for 
the appropriate taxing jurisdiction, collect by sellers from buyers the correct taxes, and 
pay each taxing jurisdiction the taxes that are due, wherein the identity of the customer 
(buyer) is not revealed. 

The prior art lacks the teaching of collecting by an agent the correct sales and/or 
use taxes received by sellers, segmenting by the agent, the seller's taxes and the 
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information collected by the sellers for particular taxing jurisdictions into different data 
bases for each taxing jurisdiction, wherein the identity of the seller is not revealed to the 
taxing jurisdiction and each taxing jurisdiction may only view its own data base if there is 
a sufficient suspicion of fraud based upon audit data. The examiner interprets the 
claimed limitations to mean that the identity of the seller is not revealed at any step of 
the method unless there is sufficient suspicion of fraud. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious. 

The foreign prior art, Atme (WO 2004/042624), teaches a method for registering 
goods and storing information regarding the goods in a database, wherein the database 
is secured with an encryption key, and the database can only be accessed by 
authorized government agents or sellers. 

The prior art lacks the teaching of collecting by an agent the correct sales and/or 
use taxes received by sellers, segmenting by the agent, the seller's taxes and the 
information collected by the sellers for particular taxing jurisdictions into different data 
bases for each taxing jurisdiction, wherein the identity of the seller is not revealed to the 
taxing jurisdiction and each taxing jurisdiction may only view its own data base if there is 
a sufficient suspicion of fraud based upon audit data. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious. 
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The non-patent literature, Steinke {Network article), teaches performing 
electronic transactions in an anonymous manner to prevent direct marketing and 
governmental involvement. 

The prior art lacks the teaching of collecting by an agent the correct sales and/or 
use taxes received by sellers, segmenting by the agent, the seller's taxes and the 
information collected by the sellers for particular taxing jurisdictions into different data 
bases for each taxing jurisdiction, wherein the identity of the seller is not revealed to the 
taxing jurisdiction and each taxing jurisdiction may only view its own data base if there is 
a sufficient suspicion of fraud based upon audit data. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed for patent, are novel and unobvious.
